In the "one world" that transportation has achiev­ 
ed, last weekend’s fatality toll In the air reached 67 
in an international report Twelve weir killed in Lon­ 
don, four in Hong Kong. 19 were missing at Shang­ 
hai, 22 were killed at Copenhagen, iuiri the rest died 
in the Unit d States. 
To this should b e added the iataiity toll for trains, 
automob iles, and other forms of transportation, to get 
a true picture of the world toll of transportation acci­ 
dents it would b e. of course, m any times the toll of air 
accidents. While pub lic authority and private agen­ 
cies do every thing In their power to minimize this 
“accident" toll, the fact is it hardly can b e b lamed on 
accidents b ecause accidents are a certainty . They are 
the inevitab le consequence of millions of hum an b e­ 
ings covering space at relatively high speed. The rate 
at which the accidents happen Ls sub ject to a kind of 
control, b ut it is certain that accidents will continue 
to happen at some rate as the inevitab le consequence 
of exposure to the hazards of transportation 
The current impression of danger in airplane travel 
is offsetting a former impression, that the automo­ 
b ile is the m ajor killer among means of trnnsporta- 
tio tZ The fact has b een for m any y ears that the auto­ 
mob ile is incredib ly safe, when it Is considered that 
there are millions of drivers covering as much as 300 
b illion vehicle miles a y ear. Lawrence Ruice, FBI in­ 
spector in charge of training activities. Ls the author­ 
ity for say ing that the motor vehicle on the b asis ol 
miles travekd and deaths involved. Is three tim es safer 
to the pub lic as a whole than transport planes and 40 
times safer than passenger trains.
